Accomplished? 


The announcement in the 
White Paper on Defence, tabled 
in March 1964, of the integra¬ 
tion of the Canadian Forces 
made news headlines in Canada 
and in most western countriies. 
Fifteen months later, with the 
dust beginning to settle, one 
might ask what has been accom¬ 
plished so far. 

First, the Canadian Forces 

Headquarters has replaced the 
old Navy, Army and Air Force 
Headquarters in Ottawa. Inte¬ 
gration within this headquarters 
will be virtually completed this 
summer. 

The first integrated branch to 
be established was that of the 

Comptroller General. 

This was followed quickly by 
th e formation of a Defence Sec¬ 
retariat, and a staff for Intelli¬ 
gence, Planning and Program¬ 
ming. 

Th e Personnel branch, which 
affects the service lives of 
everyone in uniform, was also 
quick to become integrated. 
Among other things, is has been 
developing a common trad e clas¬ 
sification system which will en¬ 
able common trades training and 
interchangeability of men be- 
Iween similar functions perform¬ 
ed by the three arms. Some °f 
the training will be integrated 
this year, and most will be on 
an integrated basis by mid-1967. 


ed into a single Canadian Forces 
Communication System on April 
1, 1965, with a headquarters in 
Ottawa, and squadrons and de¬ 
tachments located across the 
country. 

A completely integrated re¬ 
cruiting organization started to 
take shape on April 1, 1965, 

and will be completed in th e late 
fall. 

The second phase of integra¬ 
tion, the creation of an integrat¬ 
ed command structure for the 
field forces, is underway. 

Wher e there previously were 
1 1 major commands in Canada 
there will now be six; Mobile 
Command, Maritime Command, 
Air Defence Command, Air 
Transport Command, Training 
Command and Materiel Com¬ 
mand. 

Administration of the Militia, 
aid to the civil power, civil sur¬ 
vival and provincial representa¬ 
tion will be provided by small 
regional offices reporting direct 
to Canadian Forces Headquarters. 
Initially there will be four region¬ 
al and 12 subordinate district 
offices but the final number and 
disposition of these offices is 
under study. 

To quote from the White 
Paper; "...The integrated con¬ 
trol of all aspects of planning 
and operations will produce a 
more effective and co-ordinated 
defence posture for Canada . . . 
In addition, the total savings to 
b P effected will make available

Read, Ordnance Stores Officer, 
were instrumental in providing 
qualified personnel who assisted 
in making the exercise a com¬ 
plete success.

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Premature Releases 
Completed 


The final list of service per¬ 
sonnel in the rank of army cap¬ 
tain, or equivalent, and below 
selected of premature release as 
part of the planned reduction of 
the Armed Forces has been com¬ 
pleted. 

Recently 1 1 officers and 554 
men received individual letters 
of notification or release through 
their commanding officers. These 
officers and men will begin re¬ 
tirement leave at the and of 
this year, unless they request ear¬ 
lier release. 

The number of personnel pre¬ 
viously notified of premature re¬ 
lease was 200 officers and 110 
men of all ranks. This brings 
the total so notified to 875 of¬ 
ficers and men, or less than 9 
percent of the planned reduction 
of approximately 10,000. 

As previously announced, the 
bulk of the reduction is being 
achieved by normal attrition due 
mainly to personnel reaching 
retirement age or for other nor¬ 
mal reasons. However, the con¬ 
solidation of positions in the 
integrated forces makes a num¬ 
ber of positions redundant and 
in order to maintain a balance 
of age, a small percentage of 
the reduction is being achieved 


by officers and men being re¬ 
tired before reaching normal 
retirement age. 

The planned reduction scheme 
also ensures a healthy flow of 
promotions at all rank levels 
in the integrated forces. 

There will be no further pre¬ 
mature releases among officers 
of captain or equivalent rank 
or below, or among men. A 
few officers in the rank of 
major or equivalent and above 
may still b e retired under the 
planned reduction scheme. 

Officers and-men released un¬ 
der the planned reduction scheme 
are granted special benefits in 
accordance with the provisions 
of an Order-in-Council approved 
by the Government in May, 
1964. The amount of the spe¬ 
cial cash benefit increases with 
length of service up to a maxi¬ 
mum of the equivalent of 10 
months' pay for those with 15 / 2 
or more years of service. This 
special gratuity in addition to 
any normal leave or pension 
benefits. Personnel medically 
released during the period the 
Order-in-Council is effective are 
also eligible for the special 
benefits.

TURTLES 
A Health Hazard 

EDMONTON — Information to 
the Griesbach Bugle from the 
Regional Surgeon's Office has 
stressed the fact that pet turtles 
may carry salmonella bacteria 
which could cause human sal¬ 
monellosis. 

SERIOUS INFECTION 

The salmonella bacteria causes 
gastroenteritis in man, with diar¬ 
rhoea, vomiting, abdominal 
cramps and fever. It' is incrim¬ 
inated frequently in outbreaks of 
"food poisoning". The results 
of salmonellosis may be seriou, 
or fatal, especially when very 
young children are infected. 

INFECTION EASILY 
TRANSMITTED 

The method of transmission of 
the infection from turtles to 
'humans is usually either when 
Children at the "hands-in-mouth" 
stage have handled turtles, and 
then had their hands or fingers 
in their mouths, or when turtle 
water has been dumped in the 
kitchen sink, infecting eating 
utensils, or when turtles are 
placed in dishes used for food. 

PUBLIC KNOWLEDGE 
NECESSARY 

The public should be made 
aware of the health hazard in¬ 
volved in keeping pet turtles. It 
appears that "sliders" or red¬ 
eared turtles, painted turtles, 
box turtles, and "mud turtles" 
or baby snappers are all affected. 

PRECAUTIONS 

This hazard can be controlled 
by the following commonsense 
methods: 

Only children r e s p o n s i ble 
enough to wash their hands after 
handling turtles should be per¬ 
mitted by their parents to keep 
them as pets. 

A special "turtle dish" or 
other container should be used 
for keeping turtles, and for no 
other purpose in the home. 

It is best only one mem¬ 
ber of the household care for the 
turtles, making sure to scrub 
their hands thoroughly after 
every contact with them. 

Other household pets should 
not be allowed to drink water 
from turtle dishes.

What’s Fact and What’s Fancy

Do you have astrophobia? 

Most people do, and a healthy 
amount of it is beneficial. 
You're typical, too, if you don't 
know offhand that astrophobia 
is fear off lightning. 

All the civilizations of man 
have had it. Ancient Greeks 
believed lightning to be the 
weapon of Zeus, father of the 
Gods. Today the eagle on the 
back of a dollar bill claps ancient 
Greek lightning arrows in its 
claws. 

The following quiz prepared 
by the Lightning Protection In¬ 
stitute was designed to test the 
most common misconceptions 
about ligtning and lightning 
protection. 

1. A lightning bolt can strike 
“out of the blue." 

True. The period of peak dan¬ 
ger is just before the rain; 
clouds may still be miles 4way. 

2. An average square mile re¬ 
ceives 40-80 lightning strikes 
a year. 

True. The average Canadian 
community has 40 thunder¬ 
storm days per year, and from 
cn e to two lightning strikes to 
ground per storm. 

3. An adjacent tall tree will 
protect your house against 
ligtning. 

False. A survey showed that 
10.1 per cent of the bolts that 
damaged houses first struck a 
tall tree, then jumped to the 
house. 

4. A grounded television an¬ 
tenna functions as a lightning 
rod. 

False. The average television 
antenna is a target rather than 
protection. . It should . have a 
lightning arrester and be tied 
into a complete lightning pro¬ 
tection system. Television an¬ 
tennas were struck in 29.2 per 
cent of the home loss cnses 
studied. 

5. Modern homes are more 
vulnerable to lightning damage 
than houses 30 years old. 

True. Today's houses are 
larger and contain more metal; 
and more of them are located 
in exposed areas. 

6. Houses in cities are safe 


from lightning. 

False. A house has some pro¬ 
tection if located near high 
towers, smokestacks and sky-, 
scrapers but, as cities spread, 
this protection is lost. 

7. Does.a lightning bolt travel 
upward, downward, or in both 
directions? 

The downward-reaching "lead¬ 
er stroke" is followed by the 
destructive "return stroke." 

8. Does lightning strike build¬ 
ings because building materials 
are better electrical conductors 
than air? Because they are in¬ 
flammable? Because they inter¬ 
rupt air currents during a storm? 

A building provides a ladder 
for an upward climb of ground 
charges. 

9.1s the purpose of lightning 
protection to: Prevent lightning 
from striking? Drain off static 
electricity? Convey a lightning 
bolt safely to ground? 

Air terminals (rods) are lo¬ 
cated to assume any lightning 
bolt, and a heavy conductor ca¬ 
ble carries th e stroke to ground 
rods, which convey it into moist 
earth where the charge dissi¬ 
pates. 

10. Do most casualties from 
lightning occur: On the golf 
course? In the home? On the 
beach? 

In the home, when you count 
injuries and deaths. 

11. The number of fires to 
buildings in the United States 
caused by lightning bolts in an 
average year are: 35,000; 
50,000; 1 million? 

35,000, or about 11 per cent 
of all fires; in outlying areas, a 
third or more. 

12. A home lightning protec¬ 
tion system is recognized as pro¬ 
per if: It carries a U/L Master 
label? It has a manufacturer's 
warranty? It is approved by your 
fire insurance company?
